GORDON MEMORIAL 
COLLEGE. 


A YEAR'S PROGRESS 

The sixth annual repoft on the Gordon Me 
morial College at Khartoum includes obser 
vations from Sir Reginald Wingate, to which 
Sir Eldon Gorst, in a covering letter, gives his 
entire concurrence. Sir Reginald Wingate ex- 
presses his satisfaction at the completion of 
the unfinished wing of the College and the 
decision of the Government to allot funds for 
the building of a large primary school adjacent, 
thus setting free a considerable space within 
the building for secondary and technical class 
rooms. He points out that to meet the general 
as well as the educational needs of the Sudan 
the services of natives with higher educational 
and technical attainments are an urgent ne 
cessity, and as the cost of obtaining them from 
Egypt is practically prohibitive it behoves the 
Sudan Government and the Gordon College 
authorities to lose no time in creating, far 
as possible, a local supply commensurat&with 
the growing requirements of the country 
However, be corfsiders that these difficulties 
are gradually being overcome, and in that con 
nection pays a tribate to the Egyptian Mi 
nistry of Public Instraction and to Mr. Currie, 
the principal! of the college, and his Enropean 
and native staff. In regard to the vernacular 
Training College, he the exami 
nation of the youpg Sheikhs, and was much 
struck with the advancements they had made 
in & comparatively short period. “The reports 
of those who have aiready passed out of the 
college and have taken up Government employ 
as schoolmasters, minor judges, &c., are, with 
Sir Reginald ac.

FOUNDATION STONE LAID. 


there was a large and di gathering 
awaiting them. The ceremony of laying the 
foundation stone was commenced by the sing- 
ing of @ hymn, after which Mr. Wander- 
lich delivered a most impressive speech, as 
follows :— 

Ladies and gentlemen, 

To-day we are gathered with the two-fold 
object of celebrating the fiftieth 
of the day on which the first sisters of Kainer 
swerth disembarked at the ot the 
Pharaohs to commence their work of love, and 
also to lay the foundation stone of the build 
ing of the hospital. The house Mother of 
Kaiserswerth has edited « mémoire on the 
history of the fifty years of existence of the 
Alexandria hospital and has dedicated it to 
the daughter establishment to celebrate its 
jubilee. This mémoire, which we appreciate as 
the most ideal jubilee gift, has to our great 
Tegret not yet arrived so that we are unable to 
place it, as was our. intention, under the 
foundation stone, as oné of the most important 
documents. I am consequently obliged to refer, 
for what concerns the history of the toundation 
of the hospital, to the mémoire of Pastor Julius 
Disselhof, bearing the title of “Association of 
the Deaconesses of the Rhine and of Westphalia 
and its Spheres of Work,” which appeared in 
1882. In this work the history of the founda- 
tion and development of our hospital is given 
in so simple and unornamented fashion that 
one could believe oneself to be reading an 
Evangelic epistle of the New Testament. 
Listen, rather, and judge for yourselves, Por the 
comprehension of the history which I will read 
to you, I will inform you that the founder of 
our hospital is Pastor Julius Pliedner, who in 
1883 founded themother-house at Kaiserswerth 
The history of the foundation says :—“The 
hospital of the Deaconesses at Alexandria. In the 
winter of 1856-7, Pliedner was obliged to reev- 
perate his health by staying in Cairo. Invited 
by the Consuls-General of England and Pras 
sin to found at Alexendria a Deaconeases’ 
hospital te receive sai and other foreign 
invalids, they promised him besides to obtain 
from their Governments special sapport for 
this ondertaking as well as annual subsidies. 
The existing European hospital at Alexandria 
directed by sisters of charity was over-filled. 
That is why a second hospital was required. 
Besides, in the autumn of 1857 « priest had 
to be summoned for the Bvangelic German 
Prostestants in whom the Deaconesses would 
find support. Pliedner then Wrote :—. 

What could I dot Could | reject the 
prayer offered to us on this coeasion to pro- 
tect in their faith our co-religionists in this 
important town of Africa, in this town which 
is developing so enormously not only from a 
commercial point of view in the Mediterranean, 
but also as the centre of communication be 
tween India, Australia, and Europe, where 
Europeans collect in masses, among whom 
are large nombers of Protestants | Such 
decided me to rent the honse of » Turkish 
Pasha at Alexandria for 7,500 piastres 
416 thalers), and by the will of God I founded 
there a hospital in the healthiest quarter of 
the town, in the Turkish centre 50 metres from 
the sea, with splendid rooms on the first floor, 
a courtyard and small garden. In November 
1857 the three first Deaconesses disembarked 
at Alexandria and courageously began their 
first care, the foundation of the hospital. It was 
only in February 1858 that they were able, after 
having surmounted many difficulties, to receive 
their first patients. The first was from Berlin, 
the second from Bavaria. Little by little the 
invalids came in, one might say of every race 
under the sky. Consequent upon the expiration 
of the rental contract in 1862, Pliedner was 
obliged to purchase the old building in order 
not to bring to an abrupt end the work so well 
carried out. After the death of Fliedner the 
alternative was to be faced of undertaking a 
very costly restoration or building « new 
hospital. The latter course was chosen in view 
of the fact that the old building could never 
satisfy the existing demands and those compe- 
tent to judge declared that it was absolutely 
necessary to isolate the patients from the 
centre of the town. These difficulties called the 
writer to Alexandria. After having experienced 
in 186§ the pleasure of aequiring in front of 
Moharrem Bey port, « site for 10,000 thalers, 
well situated in every respect, the new hospital 
was rapidly constructed on a ground surround. 
ed by trees and bushes, and consisted of two 
stories answering to all the requirements of the 
work. Besides several lateral buildings for the 
isolation of infectious cases, persons of unsound 
mind, a mortuary, a laundry and drying- 
rooms were constructed. Soon a garden with 
a, fountain, banana and palm trees surrounded 
the building. The great cost of the erection 
of the hospital was defrayed by a big collection, 
after which England and Scotland subscribed 
handsomely ; the Governments friendly to the 
workand the sale of theold building contributed 
towards covering a great part of the 
A local committee formed at Alexandria 
among the protectors of the hospital ondertook 
the superintendence of the construction, and up 
to this day to contribute to the prosperity of 
the works. Since that period the present 
hospital has fulfilled for 87 years its object in
